Vile Not Present at Bedside. 

MILBI HN Hoi 'K. Bl kk.u.o— 11 :-‘9 
A. M.—President McKinley died 
at 2: 15 this morning. He was un¬ 
conscious since 7:50 P. M. His 
last conscious hour on earth wo* 
*pcut w ith his wife, to w hom lu 
devoted a lifetime of car-. 

He di^l unattended by a minis¬ 
ter of the Gospel, but his last 
words wer>- a humble submission 
to the will of the God in whom he 
believed. 

He was reconciled to iho cruel 
tato to which the assassin’s bullet 
condemned him, and faced death 
in the same spirit of calmn-ss and 
poise which marked his long and 
honorable career. 

His last conscious words wen 
reduced to writing by Dr. Mann, 
who st k d at th“ I•ecls.de, and \* !:•-!> 
they were uttered were as follows: 

“GOOD-BYE ALL, GOOD¬ 
BYE: IT IS GOD’S WAY. HIS 
WILL BE DONE.” 

His relatives and members of 
his official family were at the Mil- 
burn house, except Secretary Wil¬ 
son, who did not avail himself of 
Jie opportunity. Some others o! 
us personal friends also look b-avc 
>f him. 

The Last Look. 

This painful ceremony was sim¬ 
ile. Friends came to the door of 
he sick room and took a longing 
{lane.- at h.m and turned tearfully 
iwav. He practically was uncoil- 
icious during this time. Rut

Death Announced to Cabinet. 

Bcfkalo, Sept 11.— 2: -‘50 a. m.

Mrs. McKinley la-t saw her hus¬ 
band between 11 and 12 o’clock.

Sen¬ 
ators Jam! cb»e fri-nds remaned 
but u few minutes. Then, with 
mournful tread, and I-owed heads, 
they came out into the darkness, 
and w- iit away, not one among 
them with drv eyes, and some 
moaned in agony of grief. 

With the momentary excitement 
incident upon the announcement 
of death, the entire sei ne became 
MM of unmistakable and d- “ji 
mourning. As it nature had lent 
its aid t<> the gri ving crowds, a 
dense fog settled lik-' a pall ov-r 
the city.

visitors were denied admittance 
and the family and their more in¬ 
timate friends were speedily left 
alone with the distinguished dead.

Tbo advance is not caused by a 
scarcity of tbe article, but by rea¬ 
son of the fact that the long drouth 
caused the leaves of the weed to 
fall off. leaving no means by which 
the diggers can locate the roots, 
as the leaves soon blow away. 
There is plenty of ginseng in tht 
ground, but the trouble iM to find 
it. Demand on the Kentucky mar¬ 
ket is good.
